SPEED IN TORNADO 


AT 250 M.P.H. 


WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP) 
tornado that struck 
Wichita Falls, Tex., Wednesday 
had wind speeds about 250 
miles an hour, the Weather 
Bureau said last night. 

The bureau said a new ex- 
perimental radar set was used 
for the first time to check on 
the high wind speeds in an ac- 
tual tornado. Heretofore no 
direct measurement of tornado 
wind speeds much higher than 
100 miles an hour had been 
reported. 

Indirect measurements based 
on storm damage and other 
facts, the bureau reported, 
have led to estimates of tornado 
wind speeds up to 600 miles 
per hour.

SUGGEST RAILS 
BE NATIONALIZED

WASHINGTON, April 4— 
Labor spokesmen asked Con- 
gress yesterday to give consid- 
eration to nationalizing the 
railroad industry. 

After detailing for Sénate 
{nvestigators their suspicions 
that rail management was try- 

to “dry-up” revenue-pro- 

g services, particularly 
passenger traffic services and 
less-than-carload freight traf- 
fic, the head of the Railway 
Executive o_o G. E. 
Leighty, said: 

“If the railroads are going 
to be operated to the benefit 
of corporate financiers, as some 
are at present, consideration 
must be given to government 
ownership and operation in 
order to protect the public.” 

Leighty made his suggestion 
at a Senate subcommittee 
hearing on the “precarious” 
condition of the railroads. 
Leighty criticized management, 
insisting that it no longer 
wanted to compete for busi- 
ness 

Featherbedding Denied. 

Both he and H. E. Gilbert, 
president of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen, denied all charges 
of “featherbedding” by labor. 

Gilbert held firmly to his 
position despite questioning 
by Senator Frank Lausche 
(Dem.), Ohio, and a member of 
the subcommittee headed by 
Senator George A. Smathers 
(Dem.), Florida. 

Lausche brought out that a 
standard measure of pay on 
passenger trains for locomotive 
engineers is 100 miles of travel 
equals one day’s pay. He en- 
deavored to show that many 
passenger trains travel 60 
miles an hour and that under 
certain conditions rail em- 
ployes could collect a full day’s 
pay for less than two hours 
actual work. 

Gilbert stressed that the 
100 miles of travel equals one 
day’s pay rule was set by the 
railroads back in the 1880s 
and that it was more than 70 
years later before management 
asked in labor negotiations to 
change the rule. Moreover, he 
added, “the proposal was vol- 
untarily withdrawn by the car- 
riers in the final settlement.” 

“There are about 861,000 
employes in railroad service,” 
he said, “75 per cent of them 
are in the non-operating group 
to which the dual basis of pay 
has no application whatever. 
The non-operating group of 
employes draws about 70 per 
cent of the total annual pay- 
roll.” 

Passenger Service Decline. 

Gilbert said abandonment of 
passenger service has “gone 
too far.” 

“If railroad passenger serv- 
ice disappears and the railway 
industry progressively deteri- 
orates, the problems created 
and the cost of solving them, 
we believe, will be immeasur- 
ably greater than the effort 
required to give effect to our 
recommendations now,” he 
said 

Among those recommenda- 
tions were that public policy 
be directed to assistance of the 
rails in maintenance of com 
muter service; that a federal 
study be made of transporta- | 
tion taxes to determine whether 
taxes levied against truck and 
bus carriers are sufficient to 
cover road maintenance costs 
“attributable to their traffic’; 


«, and public authorities operat- 


ing or providing transportation 
facilities should not be granted 
federal funds unless they are 
“self-sustaining and fully- 
taxed” agencies or that the 
same or comparable funds are 
accorded the rails. 

With Gilbert’s and Leighty’s 
testimony, Senator Smathers 
declared the hearings closed.

President Eisenhower’s re- 
fusal to make public the con- 
troversial Gaither Report on 
United States military defenses 
was defended here last 
night by James Phinney Bax- 
ter III, president of Williams 
College, Williamstown, Mass. 

In an address at a dinner 
meeting of the Williams Col- 
lege Alumni Association here, 
he called for substantial in- 
creases in salaries, pensions 
and other benefits for college 
faculty members. 

In an interview, Baxter said 
the Gaither Report was a 
working paper belonging to 
the executive branch of the 
Government. He was a mem- 
ber of the committee that 
made the report. 

“The President is entitled to 
have reports submitted to him 
and it is up to him what he 
does with+-them,” Bexter said. 

Asked if he had been sur- 
prisedy by the President’s ac- 
tion, Baxter replied that he 
had never expected any in- 
formation in the report would 
be released. He said the re- 
port was intended for use hy 
the President in making rec- 
ommendations to Congress. 

“It is a matter of form,” 
Baxter asserted, “that Presi- 
dents do not release for pub- 
lic consumption executive pa- 
pers. President Eisenhower 
would have set a bad prece- 
dent had he released the re- 
port.”

ON PARAGUAY 
APPEARS SHAKE 


BUENOS AIRES, April 4 


| |\(AP)—The last dictator in South 
f | America sits on a shaky throne 


the signs can be believed. 

Gen. Alfredo Stroessner, 
president of Paraguay, is the 
only dictator remaining on the 
continent. Getulio Vargas of 
Brazil, Manuel Odria of Peru, 
Juan Peron of Argentina, 
Gustavo Rojas Pinilla of Co- 
lombia and Marcos Perez 
Jimenez of Venezuela have one 
by one bitten the dust. 

This week a small rebel band 
‘in southern Paraguay was 
beaten back by police and gov- 
ernment troops. Paraguayan 
exiles in Argentina say a rebel 
headquarters has been set up 
in southern Paraguay for guer- 
rilla warfare against Stroes- 
sner’s regime. The sources said 
about 1000 trained men are 
under arms there. 

All the first steps that pre- 
ceded the fall of other South 
American dictators have now 
taken place in Paraguay: 


1. Student disturbances— 
University of Paraguay stud- 
ents were locked up by 
police recently for demon- 
strating against the govern- 
ment. 


2. Protest by the church— 
a Catholic priest, the Rev. 
Ramon Talavera, called for a 
return to Paraguayan liber- 
ties first from his pulpit and 
then from the loudspeaker 
of a truck in downtown 
Asuncion, the capital. 

3. A plebiscite—two months 
ago Stroessner has his powers 
renewed for four years by a 
presidential election in which 
he was the only candidate. 


4. A censorship crackdown 
— Argentine newspapers 
criticizing the plebiscite and 
the lack of freedom in Para- 
guay were confiscated in 
Asuncion recently. Stroes- 
sner’s government controls 
the newspapers and radio 
stations, and since the rebel 
outbreaks, telephone lines 
to Paraguay have been “out.” 


5. Preliminary skirmishes 
—three men were reported 
kille@ in the attack in south- 
ern Paraguay this week. 


Stroessner has been in pow- 
er since 1954, when a military 
revolt overthrew Dr. Federico 
Chaves. His party, the Colo- 
rado party, is the only legal 
political faction in Paraguay. 
In the plebiscite last month, 
Stroessner was re-elected to a 
\ four-yeat term by 172,751 votes | 
to 4682 blanks.

It is possible that this gov- 
ernment will agree to a sus- 
pension of nuclear tests with- 
out any conditions after the 
new test series in the Pacific 
is completed. This will depend, 
however; on what those tests 
reveal. 

Policy Unchanged So Far. 

No decision has been taken 
to change the old disarmament 
position, which linked a sus- 
pension of testing with a cut- 
off of production of fissionable 
material. The disarmament 
package was presented in Lon- 
don at the United Nations dis- 
armament subcommittee talks 
by Harold Stassen, who was 
known to have favored separate 
consideration of the testing 
question. Dulles has now re- 
placed Stassen in the direction 
of disarmament negotiations 
and Stassen is running in the 
Republican primary for gover- 
nor of Pennsylvania. 

Thus an additional burden 
is put on Dulles, who has lately 
given the impression of being 
almost overwhelmed by the 
magnitude of the burden he 
carries. He has stressed the 
great difficulty, first, of com- 
ing to an agreement within the 
Administration and, second, of 
getting America’s allies in Eu- 
rope to go along with the 
American position once it has 
been reached. 

When the State Department, 
the Pentagon and the Atomic 
Energy Commission have been 
brought together, then the 
NAT partners must be 
brought into line. The hope is 
that this can be done in the 
next two to three weeks before 
the meeting of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization 
council in Copenhagen on 
May 5. 

Opposition to Test Bar. 


Both the military and Chair- 
man Lewis Strauss of the AEC 
are strongly opposed to any 
suspension of nuclear tests in 
the foreseeable future. They 
hold that testing is essential 
to develop the “clean” bomb 
and to perfect a wide range of 
weapons which the military 
feel are essential to overcome 
the advantage inherent in the 
geographic position of the 
Soviet Union in relation to 
Western Europe. 

The NATO partners are also 
reported to be opposed to sus- 
pension of testing at the pres- 
ent time. When serious consid- 
eration was given within the 
Adnitnistration two weeks ago 
to ‘beating Moscow to the 
punch by announcing that Unit- 
ed States tests would be sus- 
pended, one factor weighing on 
the negative side was that such 
a decision would have to be 
referred to:London and Paris 
with the probability that both 
America’s principal allies would 
be against such a step. 

It would be comparatively 
easy to work out an American 
position if it were not for the 
wide divergence of allied opin- 
ion. This leads to the conclu- 


sion that it is at least realistic 
to think of talks in which only 
the two big powers, the Soviet 
Union and the Unitéd States, 
would take part. 

What British, France Want. 

Before Britain and France 
would agree to a suspension of 
testing they would want to see 
the American atomic law 
amended in such a way that 
they could be given the infor- 
mation that has come from 
tests conducted by this coun- 
try. They will not be satisfied 
with the assurance that the Ad- 
ministration means to try to get 
the law amended. 

In connection with the prob- 
lem of bringing the Western 
Allies together it was only with 
the greatest difficulty over the 
last weekend that agreement 
was reached on a NATO letter 
to Moscow on the proposed 
summit talks. That letter said 
the NATO powers were willing 
to see such talks take place 
if there could be preparation 
either through diplomatic chan- 
nels or a foreign ministers’ 
meeting. 

The disagreement, which 
kept Dulles on the trans-Atlan- 
tic telephone over most of the 
weekend, had to do with the 
composition of the Western 
representation at a summit 
meeting. West Germany, Italy 
and Turkey have grown dis- 
satisfied with the Big Three 
concept, particularly in view 
of the extreme weakness of 
France. The Big Three for- 
mula was, however, finally 
agreed upon 

When Moscow replies to this 
note, the issue of the powers to 
be represented is likely to come 
up again. This will be true 
especially if the Russians insist 
on wide representation for the 
Soviet bloc. Then a long wran- 
gle could be expected both with 
the Western Allies and with 
the Russians. 

Policy Shift Indicated. 

Despite the difficulties that 
loom so large, the éxpectation 
is that the United States will 
participate in a summit meet- 
ing at which the West will as- 
sume a new disarmament pos- 
ture that in all probability will 
make testing a separate ques- 
tion. 

Dulles does not relish the 
prospect for a variety of rea- 
sons, one being his firm view 
that it is awkward for the 
American President, in view of 
his constitutional position, to 
bargain at the conference 
table. 

But if the timetable is to be 
moved up, further prodding 
from the. President appears 
necessary. Both Strauss and 
the Pentagon have in the past 
demonstrated their ability to 
delay and divide to such an 
extent that agreement becomes 
almost impossible. 

The President is in Gettys- 
burg for a long weekend and 
next week he is expected to 
go to Augusta, Ga., for a golf- 
ing holiday while the Congress 
is in recess. On his return he 
will have his work cut out for 
him if the divergent views pre- 
vailing here are to be brought 
together in a common position.

Pentagon officials have said,

Gavin said just two IRBMs 
had been fired with nose cones 
and that no attempt was made 
to recover the first one.

In last Friday's issue you pub- 
lished a hews item from Washing- 
ton stating that our son, Chris- 
toph Hohenemser, testified be- 
fore the Atomic Energy subcom- 
mittee on international agree- 
ments as representative of 296 
Swarthmore students. 

The students protested against 
the proposed amendment of the 
Atomic Energy Act of 1954 which 
in its present form would give 
the Administration broad powers 
to help establish other nuclear . 
arms countries. 

In agreement with a growing 
opposition to the amendment—see 
the front-page article by your 
Richard Dudman Sunday — the 
Swarthmore students pointed out 
the added risks of precipitating a 
nuclear war if the proposed 
amendment were passed. 


In response to your news item 
we received a well-meant post- 
card. It is probably typical of 
the attitudes of a wide section of 
our citizens. And it shows how 
weak the democratic ideal of gov- 
ernment by the people and for 
the people has become at a time 
when the continuation of the hu- 
man race will in part depend on 
a sane nuclear arms policy here. 


The postcard, which unfortu- 
nately is anonymous, reads: “I 
know we cannot control our chil- 
dren. But you should try to con- 
trol your son’s warped mind. He 
is doing untold damage to this 
country and only helping Russian 
Communism. Why can’t he have 
confidence and faith in President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of 
State Dulles and in the Defense 
Department? They know more 
than a college kid. He is being 
used by the ‘Reds.’” 


The widespread complacency 
towards the crucial problems of 
our age is understandable in view 
of the magnitude of these prob- 
lems. The Complagency is, how* 
ever, regrettable, especially am 
college stud who are suppo ’ 
to be the leaders of tomorrow. 


We can only wish that the en- 
thusiasm of the Swarthmore stu- 
dents to make themselves heard 
in the most vital decisions we 
have to make in our atomic age 
would spread to other groups of 
young people.

The Goal: Unity 

President Eisenhower's important new mes- 
sage to Congress on defense reorganization is 
based on the soundest objectives. 

There is, of course, a distance between a 
message and a bill, and between a bill and a 
precisely how 
the new defense program would work until it 
is drafted in detail and even put into practice. 
But the President’s goals are clear. 

in general, he to introduce the Army, 
Navy and Air Force to the kind of unification 
which was sought in the 1947 Defense Act but 
never achieved. Mr, Eisenhower says the 
costly, even dangerous rivalries of the serv- 
ices were “made inevitable by the laws that 
govern our defense,” and he adds: 


Here in Washington they usually find 
expression in the services’ congressional 
and press activities which become partic- 
ularly conspicuous in struggles over new 
weapons, funds and publicity ... It is 
just such rivalries, I am convinced, that 
America wants stopped. 


How would the President stop these rival- 
ries and bring the defense command into the 
missile age? There are three broad answers: 


1. The powers of the Secretary of Defense 
would be greatly enlarged. He would have 
control over military operations and money. 
The secretaries of the individual services 
would be by-passed in operational control of 
the armed forces. 

Most important, Congress would be ex- 
pected to appropriate funds for generalized 
purposes, such as personnel and procurement, 
directly to the Defense Secretary. He could 
then transfer funds from one service or pro- 
gram to another in emergencies. His control 
of the purse undoubtedly is intended to rein- 
force civilian control of the military, as well 
as to provide more efficient operation. 


2. Military field commands would be uni- 
fied. As Mr. Eisenhower said, “Separate 
ground, sea and air warfare is gone forever.” 
The Commander-in-Chief and his Defense Sec- 
retary could issue orders directly to the joint 
field commands without sending them along 
the cumbersome channels of the services. 

It is an alarming fact, as reported in this 
newspaper by Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips 
(Ret.), that the Pentagon is not now organized 
for war. There is no rapid means for direct- 
ing emergency decisions from the President 
or Secretary to the forces which must act. 


3. The Joint Chiefs of Staff system would 
be revised. The chairman would be granted 
more power in the right to assign tasks to 
the other chiefs. They in turn would be re- 
lieved of most of their administrative duties. 

The Rockefeller report advised a single 
chief of staff, plus creation of an advisory 
staff separated from the command functions 
which the three service chiefs now have. The 
Post-Dispatch supported this view. The Eisen- 
hower plan does not recommend a single 
chief, but it does appear to move in that di- 
rection by sharpening the authority of the 
Defense Secretary and staff chairman. It also 
stresses the advisory functions of the JCS. 


While these three objectives still must be . 


spelled out, it is already certain that the pro- 
gram will encounter barbed wire in Congress. 
Congressmen are jealous of their power over 
appropriations, including funds for favored 
services and programs. And each military 
service has its Lancelots on congressional 
committees who are sure to rise to the re- 
form program as to a gauntlet. 

The nation can expect extended and, we 
hope, illuminating debate on the details of 
the President's reorganization plan. Mr. Eiseri- 
hower himself can expect a hard fight to 
achieve his program. But the plain need for 
unified direction of national defense is too 
preent and clear for debate. 


A Small Salt Tear for Neptune 


Being Neptune isn’t what it used to be. 
Neptune is that patriarchal old chap with the 
bounding beard and the trident who had been 
Roman god of the sea since. merely 23 cen- 
turies ago. Time was when a temple to him 
stood near the Circus Flaminius and a festi- 
val to him, called Neptunalia, was observed 
every July 23. Now what? 

Parlous days for sea-ruling, that’s what. 
Neptune, 40 bronze feet of him, is being 
kicked around. He was made for a South 
American country that never paid for him. 
Thirty years he has lurked in limbo. A pro- 
posal to buy him and set him up in business 
in Ybor City—the Tampa, Fla., Latin Quarter 
—has been met with cries that he is too big, 
too nude, too heathen and too costly—which 
as we get it is something worse than too little 
and too late. 

So King Neptune, who once disported in 
the mightiest wave, and held his sway over 
the darkest deep, and tickled the prettiest 
mermaids with his trident, reposes now in 
Florence, no doubt in some unregal cellar, 
gathering dust perhaps beyond so much as 
the smell of water. Nobody loves him any 
more, not even Ybor City. 


French Backs Turned on Liberty 


From the stirring reliefs on the Arch of 
Triumph in Paris to the statues of Joan of 
Arc, sword upraised, in the village squares, 
all France is spotted with monuments to 
,Liberty. Yet today France seems tepid about 
Liberty. Engaged in a bloody struggle to 
keep the Algerians from gaining liberty~at 
least in the form they want it—the French 
Government has been more and more fre- 
quently affronting the liberty of Frenchmen. 
In recent weeks editions of L’Express, the me- 
dium of former Premier Mendes-France, and 
France Observateur, a Leftish weekly, have 
been denied circulation. , 

This is an extension of the policy of sup- 
pressing Algerian editions of various publica- 
tions. More than 50 such editions of France 
Observateur have been suppressed. In two 
years, 68 Algerian editions of Temoignage 
Chretien, a Left-wing Catholic publication, 
have been suppressed. L’Express, which leaves 
blank in its Algerian editions the space de- 
voted to the war in its home editions, has had 


- its North African edition suppressed at least 


10 times. Nor has this policy been confined 
to' journals. For example, a pa pong by 
Sartre, issued by the prominent Julliard pub- 
lishing ‘house, also has been suppressed. A 
dangerous indifference toward the Govern- 
ment’s actions, good or bad, seems to prevail.

From Congress to the Muny 


There is welcome relief from what might 
have been an injurious tax burden in legisla- 
tion just enacted exempting the St. Louis 
Municipal Opera and the Kansas City §tar- 
light Theater from federal admissions tax. 
These and other municipal theaters had been 
exempted by ruling of the Internal Revenue 
Service until recently, when the ruling was 
reversed. The bill which has sped through 
both houses of Congress makes what was for- 
merly a ruling the law of the land applying 
to all municipal theaters and attesting to the 
place which these non-profit organizations oc- 
cupy in the life of the greater American 
community. 


Proof Enough 

One thing the investigation of the FCC by 
the House Commerce subcommittee has dem- 
onstrated beyond all question, is the need for 
carrying out Speaker Rayburn’s proposal for 
a full and careful study of the way the inde- 
pendent regulatory agencies are doing their 
work. Have they come under the domination 
of the Executive Branch? Are the members 
of these commissions deliberating and de- 
ciding complex issues as the detached, fair 
referees that Congress intended them to be? 

While the Mack case, was at high pitch in 
the FCC investigation, Senator Morse called 
attention to the case of Owen Clarke, recent 
chairman of the powerful Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. As related by the Ore- 
gon Senator, Mr. Clarke stepped out of the 
chairmanship of the ICC Jan. 15 to become 
vice president of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Senator Morse thinks Congress 
should know whether Mr. Clarke negotiated 
for his high railroad post while he was still 
presiding over railroad issues before the ICC. 

Certainly the country ought to know the 
extent to which these regulatory agencies 
have been used as stepping stones into execu- 
tive positions in industries that the commis- 
sioners are supposed to regulate. And Con- 
gress ought to establish whether or not there 
is any relation between these moves from 
commission bench to industry and decisions 
handed down by the agencies. 

The FCC investigation is reason enough for 
the House subcommittee tod push on search- 
ingly, persistently and fairly until all the 
pertinent facts about the regulatory agencies 
are brought to public knowledge. . 


New Roads to Better Days 


The swift one-two punch with which House 
and Senate passed the anti-recession highway 
construction bill has the good sound of getting 
something done. 

Happily, the anti-billboard provision did not 
hold up the broader legislation as so easily it 
might. We would not be surprised if even 
those who opposed it come to like its work- 
ing-out better than they had expected, and 
after all the method is persuasive, not coer- 
cive. Any state that wants to sacrifice that 
extra one half of one per cent in Federal 
funds can have all the billboards it wants 
strewn along its highways. 

One of the remarkable factors in the. pas- 
sage of billboard controls by Congress was 
the unexpected defeat of the strong billboard 
lobby by nature groups and garden clubs. 
Bless the valiant ladies! 

Under the highway measure the Federal 
Government will give the states $1,800,000,- 
000 in aid. for construction of $5,500,000,000 
in highways during the coming two years. 
That much work spread out all over the coun- 
try should do much to revive slumping busi-, 
ness and flagging psychologies. And goodness 
knows nobody can say the country doesn’t 
need those roads, and need them desperately. 

Road-building seems to us as good a coun- 
ter-depressant as leaf-raking was bad. We 
think it is worth whatever it takes in deficit 
financing to get the program under way 
promptly, when it will do the most good.

Blindness Weakens U.S. in Europe 


RAVELING ABOUT IN EUROPE, as I have been doing, 

it has, of course, been only too obvious that there is a great 

decline in American influence. The immediate cause of it 
is, no doubt, the debility of the President’s role in world affairs, 
and its accompaniment, perhaps its inevitable accompaniment— 
the negativism of Secretary Dulles. 


But what I learned in Scan- 
dinavia, in Poland, in Germany, 
in Britain and France, per- 
suaded me that the compelling 
cause of the 
decline of our 
influence is 
that the Amer- 
ican view of 
the main Euro- 
pean issues is 
becoming out 
of date, is be- 
ing by - passed 
by events, and 
that when we 
talk about Eu- 7 s 
rope, and Ger- a 
many, and the Lippmann 
captive states and Russia, we 
sound rather like old codgers 
talking about the past. I be- 
came most aware of this as I 
began to realize how very dif- 
ferent is the official Ameri- 
can view of Germany from 
what one finds virtually every- 
where in Europe. 


We have been taking it for 
granted that the hope of the 
future in Europe turns on the 
reunification and revival of 
Germany. 


New Fear of Germany. 


The truth, as I found it, was 
that the World War is not for- 
gotten, indeed that the memory 
of it is reviving, and that to 
understand the European sit- 
uation as a whole it is neces- 
sary to take account of this 
growing fear of German dom- 
ination. The spectacle of West 
Germany’s economic recovery 
plus the growing knowledge 
that there is also a remarkable 
recovery in East Germany have 
revived the remembrance of 
the war and played a very big 
part in affairs. 

I had not realized this before 
I went abroad this time. Al- 
ways until then I had believed 
that Germany, even if reunited, 
was too small to be a world 
power again. What I had failed 
to realize is that all things are 
relative, and that relative to 
the rest of Europe—excluding 
the U.S.A, and the U.S.S.R.— 
a reunited Germany would now 
be the foremost power. 


In London, as in Warsaw, 
and in the neutralist countries 
as well, there is a deep anxiety 
that this powerful reunited 
Germany would become the 
ally of either the U.S.A. or 
the U.S.S.R., or that it would 
hold the balance of power 
between them. 


Even Germans Fear It. 


The practical effect of this 
is that it is hard to find any- 
one who does not want to put 
off as long as possible the 
reunion of the two Germanies. 
This works out in a curious 
way. 

Those who are affiliated with 
the West cling publicly and 
officially to the Dulles-Ade- 
nauer formula of free elections 
to unify Germany. This is not 
because they believe in the 
formula but because they know 
that Germany cannot be uni- 
fied under that formula.

the East support the Russians 
in German affairs, counting on 
the Russians to protect them 
against a reunited Germany. 
There is no-‘doubt at all, it 
seems to me, that Poland, for 
example, longs for the with- 
drawal of the Red army and 
yet, out of fear of Germany, 
hopes that until there is some 
other kind of settlement of the 
German question, the Russians 
will stay in East Germany. 


It is in West Germany that 
the official American-German 
policy seems particularly an- 
tiquated. Whatever their neigh- 
bors may fear from them, the 
great mass of the West Ger- 
mans are not dreaming of 
domination by a united Ger- 
many. They are worrying about 
a united Germany. Some are 
worrying because they fear a 
revival of German nationalism, 
many more because a united 
Germany would probably be 
predominantly Socialist, others 
because it would be extremely 
difficult to integrate the col- 
lectist economy of Eastern 
Germany and the capitalist 
economy of Western Germany. 


Negotiations Under Way. 


For reasons like these, the 
Adenauer-Dulles formula has 
a fading role among the Ger- 
mans, Few expect the formula 
to work, and few really want 
it to work. What we are going 
to see, it seems to me, is—as 
unfortunately only the Rus- 
sians have had the wit to sug- 
gest—negotiations between the 
two German governments. 


As a matter of fact there is 
already. negotiation about the 
currency and about trade, all 
of it nominally at a technical 
rather than at a political level. 
These negotiations will almost 
certainly broaden greatly into 
some sort of political arrange- 
ment which might one day take 
the form of a dual state. 


The West Germans will not 
break with the Western powers 
and the East Germans will not 
break with the Soviet Union. 
They will seek to obtain the 
practical advantages of fre- 
union without the _ serious 
political and psychological dis-

manies will, I am convinced, 
promote and will be accom- 
panied by athinning out of the 
military forces in Germany 
and in Central Europe.

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Home Costs. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.,; (Or) 
—Home buyers can save money 
by not embellishing standari 
house designs with extra frills. 

That was the opinion of 
builders who attended a low- 
cost housing conference here 
sponsored by the National] As- 
sociation of Home Builders. 

Spokesmen for the group, 
which spent two days studying 
how to cut building costs, told 
a news conference that new 
homes would be cheaper if 
buyers didn’t insist on changing 
the basic design. 

“When they start adding gin- 
gerbread, such as fancy shutters 
and grillwork, that’s when the 
price goes up,” one builder 
said. “Most of our housing to- 
day is over-designed and cus- 
tom work costs more.” 

The spokesmen emphasized, 
however, that the main purpose 
of their conference was to find 
ways to cut building costs with- 
out dictating style and house 
size to buyers. j 

Obviously wary of making 
any forecasts, the builders said 
that new home prices would go 
up this year if the inflationary 
trend in the rest of the econ- 
omy persists. 

They blamed “antiquated 
building codes” for pushing up 
the costs of new dwellings. 
Many communities, they said, 
set safety standards that are 
unnecessarily severe and do 
not take into account new build- 
ing materials and techniques. 


For example, a building code 
may require that the material 
for the outside of the house 
be a half-inch thick. This is 
unrealistic, the builders said, 
because there are new “skins” 
that are thinner but just as 
strong as older, thicker ma- 
terials. 

The builders also criticized 
the wide diversity in building 
codes. They said such lack of 
uniformity means some build- 
ers cannot buy in quantity at 
cut rates because they need a 
variety of materials to meet 
the requirements of different 
communities. 

One builder suggested that 
the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration standards would be a 
satisfactory nation-wide guide 
for local codes. Others agreed 
that the FHA code is sound but 
that regional FHA offices have 
too much latitude in interpret- 
ing it. 


Realty Group Asks 
Congress for 


Tax Code Changes 


The National Association of 
Real Estate Boards has asked 
Congress to remove certain tax 
impediments to investment in 
real estate, pointing out that to 
do so would eliminate definite 
barriers to healthy economic 
growth. 

A resolution asking Congress 
to consider three changes to 
the tax code was reported by 
O. G. “Bill” Powell, Des 
Moines, Ia., chairman of the 
association’s Realtors’ Washing- 
ton Committee. 

The proposed tax legislation 
concerns real estate investment 
trusts, depreciation for exist- 
ing structures and reinvest- 
ment of proceeds of condemned 
property. 

N.A.R.E.B. urges that the in- 
come of real estate investment 
trusts be given the tax treat- 
ment now afforded dividends 
and interest received by regu- 
lated security investment com- 
panies. In other words, where 
90 per cent of the net profits is 
distributed to the shareholders, 
the trust would be exempt from 
paying the normal corporate 
income tax. 

“This would divert savings 
into investment and construc- 
tion of rental properties—an

try,” Powell explained. “Mean- 
while, the need for rental hous- 
ing grows more acute.” 

N.A.R.E.B. believes, also, that 
that faster depreciation deduc- 
tions for existing real estate 
structures is as important to 
the economy as faster depre- 
ciation for new construction, 
Powell said. Yet the Congress 
in 1954, he declared, restricted 
the faster depreciation formula 
to new construction. 

Powell said the federal high- 
way and urban renewal pro- 
grams are displacing more and 
more business activities through 
exercise of the powers of emi- 
nent domain. 

“The present tax law, which 
requires the proceeds of con- 
demnation to be invested in 
real estate ‘similar or related 
in use’ in order to obtain capi- 
tal gains tax deferment, is 
grossly inequitable,” he stated, 

“It discourages investment in 
real estate,’ he said, “and the 
law should be changed to per- 
mit capital gains tax deferment 
where the proceeds of condem- 
nation are invested in any type 
of real estate.”

Fill Morning Air 


NEW YORK, April 4. 

A CHILL WIND blew over CBS-TV’s morning program 
structure this week, a reflection of the soft economy, and 
Arthur Godfrey emerged, abbreviated and (if there is such 
a word) singlecast. Simulcasts (the use of the radio and 


you'll find Godfrey on for 
an hour on radio without 
television, followed by a 
half-hour of televised 
Godfrey without radio. 

In front of his TV pro- 
gram, you'll find a new 
parlor game and after it 
you'll ‘find another one. 
And that is the shape of 
things to come, God help 
us, Godfrey cut to the 
bone and parlor games 
all over the place. The 
new, half-hour Godfrey 
TV show is broadcast 
from what he calls the 
‘game old “basement,” but 
a ramp has been added 
to the theater and the 
cameras move around, 
something they never could do before. Godfrey moves 
around, too, something he never did before—sometimes 
sitting at his desk, sometimes in front of his band, some- 
times with his crew members. 


Well, it may not sound like mich but to those 
of us who have followed the Godfrey career 
through thick and thin, this is revolution, or maybe 
just recession. Among other changes, that old 
theme song “It Seems Like Old Times” has quietly 
gone overboard and Godfrey has substituted a 
song he wrote himself some 30 years ago called 
“Pale Potomac Moon.”

We also must have a chocolate egg. One of those big, 
big chocolate Easter eggs. It has white~icing written on 
the outside—“Happy Easter.” It has curlicue trimming 
in green icing. 

THERE IS ANOTHER EGG the same size that looks 
like chocolate. But it is nothing you can eat. It has an eye- 
hole. Put your eye to the little eyehole and inside are little 
figures. 

The picture is a Biblical shepherd tending his sheep. 

When I was a boy, we hid our Easter eggs in the 
evening. Sometimes I hid them so well I could never find 
them again. (Other people would find them months later 
when they fished down behind the upholstery.)

They did not say anything in church. But 
they concentrated. Like I did on where the Easter 
eggs were, They concentrated on what was being 
worn. So when they got home they could hash 
everything over at leisure. 


After church we could go home and man! After those 
eggs! Since it was Sunday, it had to be done quietly. 
Grandpa did not allow small boys to holler or run around 
too much on Sunday.

THE FEATHER was re- 
moved. John went out to the 
women and gathered up the 
strips of linen, into which they 
had rubbed the spices. 

The men worked quickly and 
quietly. One anointed the 
body with balm oil, rubbing it 
in with the ball of the thumb; 
another tore the big bolt of 
cloth into strips; a third wound 
the strips around the legs and 
the arms.
